Hi  Ik  Conservation  Fro  gram.    The  nilk  conservation  prograri  is  alrao.st  read^^  to  be  put 

into  effect  in  all  Eastern  and  Midwestern  cities  with  a 
population  of  100,000  or  nore.    DeaJ^ers  will  be  allowed  to  deliver  100  percent  of 
the  anount  of  fluid  nilk  they  delivered  in  June,  75  percent  of  the  crean  delivered 
June,  and  a  total  of  75  percent  Of '  the  coiiibined  amounts  of  fluid  riilk  by-products, 
such  as  chocolate  nilk,  cottage  cheese,  etc.    Milk  marketing  administrators  will 
be  named  and  regional,  state,  and  area  offices  will  carry,  the  info  job.    An  amend- 
ment to  FDO  No.  79,  expected  next  week,  will  authorize  the  areas  and  the  quotas. 

Second  phase  in  the  milk  conservation  program  is  a  tentative  system,  for  controlling 
the  diversion  of  fluid  milk  into  manufacturing  uses  principally  into  the  produc- 
tion of  whole  dry  milk.    It  seems  that  too  many  new  manufacturers  have  entered  the 
field  of  production  and  are  diverting  milk  supplies  from,  the  production  of  butter 
and  skim  milk,'  The  scheme  is  still  in  the  development  phase,  but  it*s  som.ething 
to  vjatch  for,

San  Pedro,  Calif.  -  Tito  canneries  gutted  by  fire  v/hich  destroj^-ed 
2,000,000  tins  of  sardines,  in  addition -to .valuable  eauipment,  in 
Januaiy',  1943, 

Portland,  Oregon  -  Heavy  Quantities  of  feed  and  seeds  v/ere  destroyed 
by  fire  at  the  System  Milling  Company  plant, 

Carbondale,  111.  -  The  Kroger  Grocery  and  Bakery  Cor.pany,  serving  146 
retail  outlets  located  in  four  states,  was  destl'oyed  at  a  loss  of 
^300,000  on  the  building  and  $440,000  or  more  on  the  contents. 

Superior,  V'isc,  -  1,250,000  bushels  of  grain  were  destroyed  in  a  fire 
in  Great  Northern  Elevator  "X".
